Helpful news for many o drunkard tliat nlcohollsni 
Is not hereditary comes from the summer tchool of 
alcohol studies at Vale tmlverilty. It Is true, the In- 
vestlKotors report, that more of tlio clilldren of heavy 
drlnken become alcoholics than of normal parentage. 
But from Iholr research they conclude that the cause 
of this li not heredity but environment. 

Tlie latest Inquiry, dbrected by Dr- Anne Roe of UiB 
section of alcohol studlea of the laboratory of applied 
physlolosy at Yale, studied 2S children ot nonalcohoUo 
parents and 36 from families where the fatJior had 
been a notorious drunkard. All these fll children 
were separated from their parents t>efore they were 
10 years old, and were brouaht up by unrelated foslcr 
parents. All are now adults ot Irom '21 to 40 years. 

Had tlicy Grown UP tn thetr own homes, 30 to 30 per 
cent of the children ol alcohoUe parentage, according 
to avenees offered from a number of previous ititdles, 
would be drunkard*. As It actually turned out, the 
croup from the alcoholic homes has made ai eood a 
showing In life as others. Some of Uiese take a verf 
occasional drink, but only three ot the 3S drink oftener, 
and not one ts an alcoholle. 

ThBTB Is real hope la llila. Frequently on Inebriate 
feels It Is tisetess to try, t>ecause he Is doomed by the 
mj-stcrlous law of- heredity. But If It may be no 
simple task for a hord'drlnker to throw alt the influ- 
ence of the corly ossoctatloni ol m alcaholle home, 
slUl this may be ft good deal easier than nmnlng up 
against what many call Inescapabts fate.
